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the manner of cotidticting the Grand 
and Royal canals, are pointed oat. 

On the subject of distillntion, ma- 
ny judicious r«niarks occur. The 
writer is a decided enemy to the uste 
«nd preparation of this liquid poisoh. 
He dernonstrates, that the use of 
grain in disiiljerieg is not even use- 
ful, as some have asserted, in en- 
couraging a market for grain. The 
State loses more in the deterioration 
of morals, and in the loss of indus- 
try, than is gained in revenue : and 
grain, with sulTicient encourage- 
tiient, <voul(l«fae grown without hav- 
ing a market to take oft" the redun-* 
riancy in seasons of plenty, for 
though a facility of sate may be 
thus opened, much real injury is 
done to the country. In the chapter 
on distilling, the evil effects arising 
from itt both in a statistical and moral 
j)Oint of view, whether regard is had 



to the legal or illegal distilleries, are 
clearly pointed out* He remarks^ 
" the slave trade vtras carried on for 
ages without a blush, a'lul the evii 
arising from distilleries, seems to es- 
cite as little regret, as did the sorrow* 
of the poor Africans for a long series 
of years." The dismal effects of in- 
toxication, partly arising from ille* 
gal distillation, and partly from the 
impolitic measure resorted to, in 
1809, of lowering the duty on 
whiskey, are feelingly brought into 
view.

tion of the s9ul-depressing; sfflictioni which 
agonized our ancestor* in the toijr of these 
cruel penal statutes, which wilt ever stamp 
jndelible infajmy on the memories of the 
sceptred tyrants from whose arbitrary dW- 
potism they emanated ! In these pathos- 
breathing and historical details, iti which 
the unmerited wrongs of Ireland are enu- 
merated with all the energy of number^ 
the genius of Erin, if such there be, seem* 
to have communicated peculiar inspiration 
to the soul of the hard : for lie has mar- 
shalled the h<j«t of direful evils tliitt op- 
pressed Irish Catholics at the period of tbp 
enactment of tlie.,penal laws, ip the most 
natural arrsty, and pa«se4 them in revie^f 
before the "mind's eye." This represen- 
tation i$ fraught with a solemoity of ima,- 
gerythat ^t once strikes the tenses, ao4 
bursts in a full tide of gloomy remem- 
brance on the astonished reader, whose 
fnind i« insensibly carried back "n its black- 
rolling billows, to C9utemplate. the heart- 
jsicl^ning retrospect !
